Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner again, discussed the 101 rejection for CI with the 
Applicant Representative; the 'selecting' statement does not cover the situation when the version already installed in 
the system which may produce a non-tangible result for this claim; if the claim can add the 'executing the application 
program when the version is already installed (see specification paragraph [0037], that will obviate the possible 101 
rejection. Again, the 'feature point' of CI is too broad, should consider combining C2 and C3 into CI, wherein 'syntax 
pattern' in C3 is not clearly defined, it should be the same as 'reserve word'. For C4, the 'detennining' step is missing, 
same comments for C9. For all the independent claims, should specify that a feature point is a reserve word of a macro 
instruction, the Applicant Representative needs to let the Examiner know if the Applicant agrees to make the 
amendment by 5/1 9/2006.
